eginning with the February 1999 genetic information, which 
B: included in this issue, the American Guernsey Association 
has adopted a new formula in calculating the Production Type 
Index (PTI) for bulls. A weighting of two parts PTA Protein, one part 
PTA Fat and one part PTA Functional Herd Life (FHL) will be used. 
This is a departure from the previous 4:1:1 that has been used for 
many years. This change was made in response to several concerns 
by your board of directors. 
First of all, the recent resurgence in the value of butterfat has brought 
a renewed interest in breeding for higher testing Guernsey cows. Mar- 
ket forecasts predict that fat will be more valuable in the future than it 
has been in the past decade. In addition, a disturbing trend has devel- 
oped over the past several years in which fat has been virtually ig- 
nored in young sire and bull mother selection. This has resulted in an 
active A.I. line-up that will reduce fat percentage by an average of - 
.08%. Although we have made steady advances in yield, we cannot 
ignore the traits that set the Guernsey apart, namely high component 
milk. 


The second change in the formula addresses functional type. I have 


visited over 225 Guernsey herds over the past four years. I have 
heard your comments time and again that the breed must consistently 
develop a cow that produces at a high level and lasts. Good func- 
tional type is of the utmost importance in today's high-stress dairy 
environments. The emphasis on type has been nearly doubled with 
the recent changes to the PTI formula. Continued research is being 
sponsored by the Guernsey Foundation to fine-tune the FHL values 
to ensure that they identify the cows that are most likely to last and 
prove profitable over their lifetimes. 

It was the intent of the board to implement a PTI formula that best 
reflects the goals of the Guernsey breed. Although PTI is not the 
answer for every mating and breeding decision, it is an effective way 
to sort bulls to include in a balanced breeding program that empha- 
sizes both production and type. 

As I write this column, sale selectors for five different spring sales 
are scouring the countryside for consignments. We have experienced 
an encouraging demand for Guernseys this winter but have been un- 
able to fill many orders. I urge you to consider consigning an animal 
to one or more of these sales. The breed will only expand if quality 
Guernseys are offered to the public through these sales. Wy
